At last he reat lied the Spanish posts 
on tho Kit) ( iiando. 
At Sun J ua n Fan- 
tistu he announced to Villeseoas, the 
com m ander there, that be c a m e to buy 
beeves, horses and supplies, and also to 
establish closer and more friendly Tela- 
tions between the French and » Spanish 
territories. 
This was all very well, but St. De 
uis’ most probable object was to acquire 
all the country over w hich 
he 
had 
marched for his king, Louis X l \ , who 
had a shadowy claim to it by virtue of 
some early explorations of La Salle. 
H ow to deal with the newcomers 
bothered Villeseoas a great deal. 
Alter 
many days of w aiting and of those ex 
asperating delays wo of the present day 
know so well in our intercourse w ith 
Spaniards, St. Denis sent a message to 
the governor of Cnahuila, telling his 
mission 
and asking the privilege of 
trade.
